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To Plate—or Not? 


AULIERS, at least, are not in the mood to accord a welcome to 

plating regulations, under which the maximum gross laden weights 

of vehicles specified by their manufacturers would acquire the force 
of law. Many of them may have personal reasons for hoping that the 
proposals that became lost in the turmoil of war had been decently 
buried by the sands of time. Their hostility will not be lessened by what 
the industry is coming to regard as a mounting campaign by the 
Government against the development of road transport. Some hauliers 
find the Government’s pledge of support for the railways to be inimical 
with a policy of championing free enterprise. 

In this respect their partisanship gains the upper hand of their reason. 
Vast public funds are sunk in the railways and their continued existence 
is a matter of national importance. They must be given practical aid to 
re-establish themselves after the neglect of years. After that they must 
stand on their own feet. They must certainly not be propped up by 
artificial restrictions on road transport, but that is an eventuality which 
many hauliers are beginning to fear. 

They detect a hardening in the attitude of the Minister of Transport 
towards the commercial vehicle, despite the increased expenditure on the 
roads, the plans for new motorways and the big trunk-road improvement 
schemes. Even this programme of expansion will barely keep up with 
the increase in private cars and it confers no special favour on 
commercial-vehicle operators, as they are quick to recognize. 


Tell the Truth 


The time has come for the Government to declare their intentions 
towards road transport. A suitable occasion will be presented by the 
House of Commons debate on last year’s report and accounts of the 
British Transport Commission, to be held on October 26. Operators are 
entitled to know the true motives underlying recent restrictive proposals. 
They have been presented behind a facade of public. safety, but it is 
possible that they have deeper implications. 

It would be a pity if, in a state of uncertainty, commercial-vehicle 
Operators were to declare themselves whole-heartedly against plating 
regulations that might, if they were practicable, prove to be in the best 
interests of every reputable concern. The proposals are supported in 
principle by the Society of Motor Manufacturers and Traders, and no 
doubt by the trade unions. Their great advantage is that they would 
prevent the loading of light vehicles far beyond the capacity of their 
brakes and tyres. This practice is both dangerous to the public and 
unfair to Operators who buy suitable and more expensive vehicles for 
the loads that they intend to carry. 

Keen competition would compel makers to specify the highest safe 
maximum gross ratings, and would protect operators against any 
tendency to impose unduly low limits intended to reduce manufacturers’ 
liability under warranty. Indeed, it might have the effect of encouraging 
the “ popular ” makers to enter the 14-ton-gross market. 

There are, however, great practical difficulties in plating. To be 
equitable, and to have any value, it would have to be extended to more 
than a million existing vehicles. It might well be difficult for manufac- 
turers to certify the safe maximum gross weights of old vehicles, 
particularly those which had been modified to carry greater loads than 
originally laid down. An impossible burden of certification might then 
fall upon Ministry of Transport examiners. 

To apply the regulations solely to new vehicles would place operators 
of existing models at an unfair advantage, and probably create an 


€ 
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unhealthy boom in used light vehicles, which could 
still legally be loaded beyond a safe maximum. These 
are some of the problems that will have to be resolved 
by the operators’ associations and the S.M.M.T. if the 
undoubted benefits of plating are to be introduced 
without causing injustice and confusion.

The Society’s influence is worldwide. It was, 1 believe, 
an innovator when “ambassadors” for the industry, of 
whom Sir William Welsh was one, were appointed in 
Strategic markets. These officials are charged with all 
kinds of jobs, from market research to diplomatic liaison 
on behalf of the motor industry as a whole, and work 
under the general direction of the board and, of course, 
the chief executive. Speed of communications now makes 
it unnecessary, indeed, undesirable, for them to spend all 
their days in the foreign field. With South America little 
more than a day away by Comet, for example, they can be 
on the spot with ease and comfort, while maintaining their 
office in London headquarters. 

Now, in this last week of September, road transport opera- 
tors have been able to see for themselves once again the 
broad scope of the Society’s work. The Commercial Motor 
Show is certainly the foremost of its kind in the world, the 
variety of its exhibits being unequalled anywhere. 

The organization of such great exhibitions falls within 
the compass of Mr. Clark’s daily work. Enviable? Well, 
maybe. But it would not do for a man who either does not 
like work or is temperamentally incapable of getting down 
to it with the utmost concentration. And for a man who is 
easily disturbed it would be—or so it seems to me—a short 
cut to the now fashionable coronary thrombosis. 

But Mr. Clark knows how to relax. When I saw him he 
was just off on holiday—not to some recherché spot in the 
sun where cars with a GB plate outnumber those of the 
local inhabitants, but to Scotland for sailing and golf. And

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Licence Revoked After 
Conviction For Larceny

Ds the carriage of stolen goods in a C-licensed vehicle constitute 
carriage for hire or reward and give a Licensing Authority discretion 
to revoke or suspend the licence in the interests of the public? This question 
will be posed to the Transport Tribunal, but in the meantime the Northern 
Licensing Authority, Mr. J. A. T. Hanlon, is going ahead with his campaign 
to ensure that the police will ask for revocation or suspension inquiries 
in all cases where they have information that goods vehicles are being used 


for crime. 

At Durham last Friday, Mr. Hanlon 
revoked the C licence of John Smith, 
Walton Street, Gateshead, who was 
brought to the inquiry under a Home 
Office Order, while serving a sentence of 
12 months’ imprisonment for larceny. 


Metal Worth £700 

Det.-Sgt. A. R. Smith, of the South 
Shields County Borough Police, said that 
on seven occasions in March and April, 
1960, large quantities of scrap metal were 
stolen from Carmichael’s Foundry, South 
Shields, and the prisoner's C-licensed 
vehicle was used to transport it to scrap 
dealers in Newcastle and Gateshead. On 
July 6, at Durham Quarter Sessions, he 
pleaded guilty to larceny and being an 
accessory to larceny of scrap metal on 
two of these occasions. He was sentenced 
to 12 months’ imprisonment, the 
remaining cases being taken into consider- 
ation. The offences involved metal worth 
£700 and could not have been committed 
without the use of the vehicle; each load 
was over 5 tons. 

Mr. T. H, Campbell Wardlaw, repre- 
senting Smith, said the issues were of con- 
siderable importance. A C licence could 
lawfully be used only in connection with 
any trade or business carried on by the 
holder, and it could not be said that this 
covered stolen goods—it must be a lawful 
business. Section 168(3) of the 1960 Road 
Traffic Act made it a condition of a C 
licence that there must normally be no 
carriage for hire or reward. 


No Evidence 

For a Licensing Authority to have 
power to revoke or suspend for not com- 
plying with the conditions of the licence, 
carriage for hire or reward must be estab- 
lished. There was no evidence that Smith 
was’ paid for the use of the vehicle, 
although there was an inference that there 
would be gain. Participation with others 
in stealing could not be said to be carriage 
for hire or reward without stretching the 
meaning of the Act. 

Revoking the licence, Mr. Hanlon said 
that, unlike A and B licences, C licences 
must in the normal way be granted with- 
out regard to previous conduct or the 
interests of the public, unless the applicant 
was the holder of a carrier's licence pre- 
viously suspended or revoked, or had been 
the holder of such a licence. 

It was conceded that “ hire or reward ™ 
meant gain, either direct or indirect, and 
if no action was taken now Smith would 
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be free to demand a licence as of right 
in the future and would be turned loose 
to commit further offences. He had 
clearly carried other people’s goods for 
reward by the use of the lorry to carry 
stolen goods. The evidence was that, by 
its use, he obtained reward that he would 
not have received otherwise. With regard 
to the question of frequency or wilfulness, 
nothing could be more wilful than the 
use of a vehicle for stolen goods. 

On the police evidence that from 1945 
onwards Smith had been convicted on 10 
occasions for stealing or receiving metals 
and scrap, the case was serious. 

Mr. Hanlon added that his interpreta- 
tion of the Act was that the relevant sec- 
tions were intended for the protection of 
the public. The police should come for- 
ward whenever they had information that 
goods vehicles were being used for crime. 
This was not a question of additional 
punishment, but of the protection of the 
public. He was grateful to the Chief 
Constable for allowing his officers to give 
evidence.

Haulier Cleared of Tax 
Fraud Charges 


WARWICKSHIRE haulier, who was 

alleged to have made false income- 
tax returns, with the result that some of 
his employees had escaped paying the full 
amount of tax due from them, was 
cleared by a jury at Birmingham Quarter 
Sessions last week. 

Leslie Walter Fletcher, managing 
director of Capel’s Transport, Ltd., of 
Balsall Common, Warwickshire, pleaded 
not guilty to five counts alleging that he 
wilfully made false annual declarations 
to the Inland Revenue, and not guilty to 
five that he made false statements to the 
Inland Revenue. 

After a trial lasting for nearly three 
days, the jury found him not guilty on 
all counts and he was discharged. They 
were deliberating for more than three 
hours before reaching their verdicts. 

The prosecution had alleged that over 
the five income-tax years since 1954-55 
certain employees of Capel’s had their 
wages made up to a round sum by pay- 
ments from petty cash. These additional 
payments were not shown on _ their 
P.A.Y.E. tax return cards, with the result 
that the employees concerned had not 
paid tax on them. 

For the Crown, Mr. James Ross said 
that these earnings amounted to £5,381, 
on which the employees concerned 
should have paid tax of £1,153. The 
petty cash book, said Mr. Ross, was one 
which normally was not seen by Inland 
Revenue authorities and the alleged dis- 
crepancies came to light when the 
authorities, “as luck would have it.” 
picked on Capel’s Transport for a spot 
check: 

Mr. Fletcher, giving evidence, said that 
he had never had any interest in, or any- 


thing to do with, book-keeping or 
accounts. During 1938, when Capel’s 
Transport went into liquidation, he 
thought he could make a go of it, 


borrowed the money and bought the 
business. Now he had over 80 lorries. 
working on contracts for Government 
departments, nationalized industries and 
other well-known concerns. 

Mr. Fletcher said that his books were 
regularly audited. He left the book- 
keeping entirely to the office staff.

Plenty of Meat at R.H.A. Conference 


FROM A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT 


HERE have been complaints in past 

years—not always justified complaints 
—of lack of meat in the resolutions. dis- 
cussed at the Road Haulage Association’s 
annual conferences. That charge is not 
true of the agenda for the 1960 con- 
ference, to be held in Blackpool on 
October 11 and 12. And if there is a 
large helping of road-flavoured ones, so 
what? Lorries run on roads; hauliers 
should take an interest in them. 

Picking the most outstanding of the 17 
resolutions tabled is really a matter of 
personal preference; there are several 
good ones. My choice is the 16th, pro- 
posed by Mr. A. J. Dale and seconded 
by Mr. R. I. Cooper. It asks the Minister 
of Transport to take more active steps to 
enforce the law relating to drivers’ hours, 
overloading and licensing. The Minister's 
attention is drawn to the disadvantage to 
the law-abiding haulier when he tries to 
compete with others who break the law. 
Passing this one would certainly spike 
what guns the Socialists still possess to 
attack the industry on these grounds. 

Another resolution that deals with the 
very roots of a steadily worsening 
problem is a Scottish one, from Mr. T. 
Atkin and Mr. A, Dunn. It recommends 
an examination by the R.H.A. of the 
problem of waiting time in industry, now 
the shorter working week is becoming 
more widespread. 

Anyone who has driven in a non-heated 
cab during cold weather will sympathize 
with Mr. R. Clifford and Mr. R. Durham, 
who want heaters as standard equipment 
on all new commercial vehicles. It 
should provoke a worthwhile discussion. 

Mr. James Barrie and Mr. H. Bell 
want a national benevolent fund for 
“employers and employees in the road 
haulage industry.” 

Bucket-shop clearing houses are the 
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subject of a resolution by Mr. W. G. Hill 
and Mr. F. W. Baker, who would like 
a standard form for use by members’ 
drivers. It would show rates, details of 
the job and liabilities, and would be 
signed by the clearing house. 

Sponsoring of schools to train drivers 
to drive and to handle loads concerns 
Mr. D. R. Miers and Mr. W. H. May 
sufficiently for them to table a resolution 
to that end. 

From London, Mr. P. H. R. Turner and 
Mr. J. T. Turner want to obtain 
customers’ co-operation in arranging 
collections and deliveries outside peak 
road traffic hours. Very sound, this one. 

There are no fewer than six motions 
dealing with roads—over a third of the 
total tabled for the conference. Two 
are from the Western area; Mr. T. H. 
Amblin and Mr. F. E. Russett want 
surfaces to be levelled off after repairs, 
and they also want local authorities to 
be able to “ stockpile” their Government 
grants. Nearby Devon and Cornwall, in 
the shapes of Mr. A. McFarlin and Mr. 
F. H. Hiscox, want better roads but not 
tolls. Mr. V. Smyth and Mr. F. R. Bird 
would like some other marker where 
kerbs have been abolished. Mr. J. S. 
Wright and Mr. G. E. Jackson want outer 
ring roads and by-passes before inner 
ring roads are built.

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Urgent Traffic Problem—Research Board 


Issues Warning 


HE volume of traffic last year was 

almost double the ‘estimated yearly 
increase of 7 per cent. It rose by 12 per 
cent. and, if this trend continues, the 
national estimates of future traffic will 
need. drastic upward revision. © This 
warning came from the Road Research 
Board in their report for 1959, which 
was published last week. 

A study of London traffic has revealed 
that the rate of growth in the London 
area is greater at night than during the 
day. From 1953 to 1958, traffic between 
9 a.m. and 5 p.m. rose by 28 per cent., 
but traffic between | a.m. and: 6 a.m. 
increased by 100 per cent. 

The eighth London traffic survey, 
which covered some 40 miles, showed 
that the number of commercial vehicles 
is increasing slowly; that the number 
of buses and taxis have maintained their 
downward trend; and that private 
vehicles: have increased more rapidly 
until, in 1958, they represented the largest 
single class of ‘traffic. The average 
journey time under peak-hour conditions 
was 7.3 minutes per mile, of which 3.3 
{or 45 per cent.), was. spent waiting or 
queueing at intersections. 


Fog Problems 


The report also states that an investi- 
gation has been started into the possi- 
bility of guiding vehicles in dense fog, so 
that traffic can be kept moving safely at 
a reduced speed. The system utilizes a 
cable buried along the middle of the 
traffic lane. Electronic equipment in the 
vehicle picks up signals from _ this 
guidance cable, which help the driver to 
follow the traffic line. 

With regard to the 40 m.p.h. speed 
limit, the Road Research Board's survey 
has found that on roads that had 
previously been subject to a 30 m.p.h. 
limit, there was no significant change in 
the number of injury accidents recorded. 
On roads that had previously been 
derestricted, there were 19 per cent. fewer 
injury accidents than expected. At the 
same time, there was a reduction of 
about 3 m.p.h. in the mean speed of 
vehicles using the roads. 

Regarding the “ yield” signs, the report 
stated that where they replaced “ halt” 
signs, the delay to traffic was reduced by 
42 per cent., but when they replaced 
“slow” signs the reduction was 
negligible. 

Experiments to improve methods — of 
dealing with snow and ice on roads have 
been carried out, and tests were made 
with a V-plough and single-bladed 
plough. With the latter type, it was found 
that the performance was considerably 
improved if the angle it made with the 
direction of travel was reduced from 60 
deg. to 45 deg., while adjusting its length 
to keep the width of the cleared track 
constant. With the V-plough, tests were 
made to determine the best shape of blade 
for ploughing snow up to 6 in. deep on 
motorways, at speeds up to 30 m.p.h. 
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Investigations into methods of electrical 
heating on roads to prevent the formation 
of ice and frost have led to a full-scale 
experimental road-heating system, 750 
yards long, being built into the near-side 
lanes of the A412 at Uxbridge Road, 
Slough, Middlesex. The heating grids 
comprise - insulated 240-v. cable of six 
types. . The investigation is to determine 
which of the cables gives the best results. 

To give advanced warning of ice, frost 
or snow, a system has been devised to 
operate from both the temperature and 
the surface wetness of the road. The 
system is worked by detectors in a pilot 
road slab having a specific heat and ther- 
mal conductivity such that its temperature 
changes before that of the road surface. 

Other experiments and investigations 
carried out by the Road Research Board 
revealed that: parking meters have helped 
to increase average traffic speed by 9 per 
cent.; commercial vehicle speeds on the 
Preston By-pass, the first motorway, are 
similar to those on the. Belgian or French 
roads; and that for a low-level lighting 
system to be acceptable it is necessary 
to employ lamps with an upper edge to 
the beam which is much more sharply 
defined than that of any production lamp 
available. 


Decisions Given 


ECISIONS on four p.s.v. appeals were 

given this week by the Minister of 
Transport. In every case, he has turned 
down the operators’ appeals and ordered 
them to pay the costs. 

Eastern Counties Omnibus Co., Ltd., 
and Eastern National Omnibus Co., Ltd., 
appealed unsuccessfully against a decision 
of the Eastern Traffic Commissioners. 
The Commissioners varied the conditions 
on certain of the appellants’ stage and 
express licences to provide for their use 
of a new bus station in Colchester, when 
it is opened. The companies con- 
tested the routes into and out of the 
station laid down by the Commissioners. 

The Minister said he considered these 
routes—the most direct ones—reasonable; 
it was up to the appellants to show why 
the more circuitous ones they preferred 
were best. Although the companies were 
likely to lose some revenue because of 
the changed routes, added the Minister, 
it was unlikely (as they had claimed) to be 
serious enough to affect the carriage of 
rural passengers, 

The second appeal failure was that of 
Mr. L. C. Munsden, trading as Crown 
Coaches, of Hampstead Road, Brisling- 
ton, Bristol, 4. He appealed against 
refusal by the Western Commissioners of 
an excursions and tours licence from 
Brislington. It appeared already to be 
well served with services which could 
either pick up there or could be reached 
by feeder routes. Nor, said the Minister, 
did it appear that the application would 
attract new traffic.

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Lancashire Companies Seek Licences 
For Services to Southend Airport 


“aa applications were put 


before 


the North Western Traffic 


Commissioners last week for permission to operate express services 
from various points in Lancashire to Southend Airport, exclusively for the 


use of passengers bound for Jersey. 


The companies concerned were 


W. C. Standerwick, Ltd., Scout Motor Services, Ltd., and Yelloway Motor 


Services, Ltd. 


Standerwick and Scout had previously been granted 


permission by the Commissioners to operate a service between Blackpool 
and Blackbushe Airport but on May 31, last, this airport was closed 


to air traffic. 


They had then applied for a short-term licence to operate 


to Southend Airport as an alternative, and this had been granted. Now 


they desired a substantive licence. 

The application by Yelloway was a 
completely new one. They wished to pick 
up at Blackburn, Rawtenstall, Rochdale, 
Accrington, Stockport and Macclesfield. 
The services by all the parties were run 
in conjunction with holiday tours to 
Jersey organized by Gaytours, Ltd., 
Blackpool. 

Mr. F. D. Walker, for the applicants, 
pointed out that no other road operators 
had similar facilities and the railways 
could offer no adequate means of travel. 
Mr. N. Corkhill, managing director of 
Gaytours, said that their Jersey tours 
were very popular and the services pro- 
vided by Scout and Standerwick had 
proved extremely valuable. All depar- 
tures took place on Sunday. The vehicles 
were operated on a contract basis, a 
fixed price being paid to the owners 
regardless of the number of _ people 
carried. He submitted operational 
figures. 

Expensive By Rail 

Replying to Mr. J. Booth, objecting on 
behalf of British Railways, Mr. Corkhill 
said that it was expensive for passengers 
to have to travel to Southend by rail; it 
involved changing from station to station. 

Mr. F. Briggs, managing director of 
Scout and Standerwick, stated that they 
had been express operators between 
Manchester and London for many years 
and were quite able to cope with this 
Southend traffic. Past operation had 
been most satisfactory. Evidence was 
given by two witnesses, who had spent 
their holidays in Jersey travelling by this 
means, that they wanted to do so again. 

A British Railways witness gave details 
of rail facilities to Southend which 
involved passengers travelling to Man- 
chester, then to London, then obtaining 
connections to Southend. They could 
cope with more traffic as the carrying for 
Southend had recently fallen, he said. 

Mr. Booth submitted that there were 
existing facilities available and this new 
type of operation was not necessary. A 
few pounds extra to pay was nothing 
when people were going on holiday. 
Originally, when the services had 
operated to Blackbushe, it had been in a 
remote area and there had been few 
connecting facilities, but Southend was 
well situated. 

Mr. Walker said that the application 
was directed at Jersey traffic, the airport 
which they used being of very little 
importance. The public wanted the 


quickest and most economical means of 
E2 


travel and the railways had not attempted 
to rebut the evidence submitted. Air- 
coach traffic was now accepted as a new 
type of holiday transport. It did not 
follow that the railways would suffer 
abstraction; the services in question had 
been operating for some time previously. 
The chairman of the Commissioners, Mr. 
F. Williamson, granted the Scout and 
Standerwick applications. 

Over 20 witnesses were present in 
support of the Yelloway case. Many of 
them said that they often travelled to 
Jersey with Gaytours, but it was very 
difficult to get into Manchester on 
Sunday morning in time to join the 
Yelloway coach. Local road and rail 
facilities were almost non-existent at that 
time. It would be much more convenient 
if they could be picked up in their own 
home town. 

Mr. H.- Allen, Yelloway general 
manager, said that they had _ been 
approached by Gaytours to run services 
to Southend for Jersey holiday traffic. 
Mr. Corkhill had agreed: to pay £65 for 
each coach he hired. In addition to the 
points previously mentioned, they also 
wanted to pick-up at six towns in the 
Rossendale Valley and at Manchester. 
From many parts of Lancashire there 
were inadequate Sunday transport 
facilities to enable passengers to reach 
Manchester for the 9.45 a.m. Scout- 
Standerwick departure for Southend. 

* Co-ordination ” 

Mr. Booth concluded that there should 
be co-ordination between different forms 
of transport, not duplication of existing 
facilities. If the application was refused, 
the public would not be deprived of any 
facilities which they had previously 
enjoyed. It would only superimpose a 
new service on top of the services between 
Lancashire and Southend which had 
already been granted. There had been 
no evidence to justify the Manchester 
picking-up point. He suggested that a 
feeder was needed from the outlying 
districts into the city. 

“The only reason for the application is 
to. facilitate travel for the passengers 
going to Jersey for their holidays,” 
pointed out Mr. Walker. Witnesses had 
proved that there was a public need and 
the abstraction which would be caused 
was not worth bothering about. The 
railways’ view of the situation was 
grossly out of proportion for what was 
involved.

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Shortage of Hauliers

The applicants, continued Mr. Booth, 
were part of an organization, Peter 
McCallum and Sons, Ltd., comprising five 
haulage companies. The 29 vehicles were 
based at London, Bannockburn and 
Widnes, working as one large fleet. 
Operational schedules submitted showed 
an increase of £17,500, £5,000 of this 
being paid to sub-contractors. The main 
customers of McCallum were Turners 
Asbestos Cement, Ltd., of Widnes. They 
were unable to deal with all the traffic 
offered to them and many complaints had 
arisen regarding hired vehicles. 

Mr. Peter McCallum, managing direc- 
tor, stated that he controlled the five com- 
panies comprising Peter McCallum and 
Sons, Ltd. Recently they had been forced 
to hire extensively to deal with all their 
traffic.

Acceleration and hill-climbing are 
also far better. These results are even

when the Seddon 7-tonner was tested up 
the 13-mile-long Buckstones Road gradient, 
Negligible water-temperature rise occurred. 


Another important characteristic of 
the new engine is the reduction jp 
engine noise compared with some 
other Perkins engines: the exhaus 
note is pleasantly deep, even with a 
short exhaust system, and makes the 
unit sound appreciably larger than it 
really is. Only when the engine speed 
approaches its governed maximum of 
2,800 r.p.m. do mechanical and com- 
bustion noises become at all obtrusive. 

Seddon staff told me that during the 
cold weather at the beginning of the 
year the engines were consistent “ first- 
go” starters and the use of the 
Thermostart induction-manifold cold- 
start device was not really necessary,

New Perkins Direct-injec- 
tion Oil Engine is Tested 
in 7-ton Chassis : Ample 
Power and Good Economy

dotted with traffic signals produced a 
consumption rate of 15.1 m.p.g. at an 
average speed of 25.5 m.p.h. with a 
7}-ton _— payload. Unladen, _ the 
Seddon gave 22 m.p.g. at 27.4 m.p.h 
average speed along the same route. 

The liveliness of the power unit is 
shown by the ability of the 7-tonner 
to reach 30 m.p.h. from a standstill 
in 24.75 seconds, which is about 12 
seconds faster than the 1957 model 
took for a similar test. The hill- 
climbing test further emphasized the 
good power characteristics of the Six 
354, a 1}-mile climb being completed 
in 6} minutes—two-thirds of the time 
taken by the 1957 vehicle. 

The vehicle offered for test was 4 
14-ft. 6-in.-wheelbase model with the 
standard plastics-panelled cab and 4 
Seddon-built 20-ft. timber platform 
body. Ready for the road, it had a 
kerb weight of 3 tons 16 cwt. This 
is somewhat high for a _ nominal 


The new Perkins Six 354 oil engine should

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7-ton chassis, but the design is particu- 
larly robust and is obviously capable 
of operating at higher gross weights 
than the 11 tons specified. Further- 
more, some 5 cwt. could have been 
saved had a light-alloy platform body 
een fitted, 

There are four basic models in the 
Seddon 7-tonner range, and these vary 
only in respect of wheelbase. The 
shortest model, with a wheelbase of 
7 ft., is intended for use as a tractive 
unit at a gross train weight of 16 tons. 
Next comes a 9-ft.-wheelbase tipper 
chassis, whilst the two general-haulage 
models have wheelbases of 14 ft. 6 in. 
and 13 ft. 6 in. 

The Perkins engine is unit-mounted 
with the Moss constant-mesh 
gearbox and the Borg and Beck AS- 
type 14-in.-diameter clutch has Girling 
hydrostatic actuation with a_ sealed 
ball-bearing release, a system which 
Makes periodic adjustment unheces- 
sary. 

A Moss single-speed  spiral-bevel 
axle is standard equipment and is 
offered with one reduction ratio only 
—6.16 to 1. It is rated for a maxi- 
mum loading of 7} tons, the rating of 
the front axle being 34 tons. Plain 
phosphor-bronze bushes are used for 
the king-pins. 

A Clayton Dewandre HSR.950 
Hydrovac, with integral reservoir, 
doosts the Girling hydraulic braking 
system, which has two-leading-shoe 
units at front and rear. The new 
Clayton Dewandre A.350 exhauster is 
employed to power the servo. This is

a particularly compact unit weighing 
only 12 Ib. and with a maximum 
length of 84 in. It is designed to 
operate at speeds up to 3,000 r.p.m., 
at which it absorbs only 1.2 b.h.p. 
The chassis-frame side members are 
4-in.-thick pressings with 2}-in. flanges 
and a maximum depth of 8} in. The 
pressed-steel cross-members are bolted 


and the upper flanges of the side 
members are flat throughout their 
length. The semi-elliptic springs are 


55 in. long at the rear and 50 in. long 
at the front, and eight-leaf helper 
springs are standard at the rear. 
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The latest plastics-panelled Seddon cab 
has simpte lines, and is similar in general 
styling to the cab used on Seddon heavy- 
duty chassis. The roof panel is translucent. 


Telescopic dampers are offered as 
optional equipment. The standard 
tyres are 8.25-20-in, (12-ply), mounted 
on B6.0 wheels, but 9.00-20-in. equip- 
ment is available at extra cost. 

The standard cab is a relatively new 
unit of much simpler appearance than 
the rather attractive cab introduced 
for the earlier 7-ton models in 1956. 
In outline it is more like the slightly 
larger cab fitted to Seddon heavy-duty 


chassis, and consists of a_ timber 
frame clad with moulded plastics 
panels. 


A two-piece wrap-round windscreen 
is incorporated, but its base line is 
higher than I would have thought 
necessary, and the field of vision 
is not as great as that of the 1956 
design. To cost, the cab is 
equipped with shelves and 
general stowage space, and only one 
windscreen wiper is fitted. 

For my test the 7-tonner was carry- 
ing concrete-filled metal boxes and a 
few leaf springs, the combined weight 
of which was 7 tons 54 cwt. Of the 
test load, 6 tons were being carried by 
the rear wheels, the total rear-axle 
loading being 7 tons 144 cwt. 

Braking tests revealed high maxi- 
mum retardation of 80 per cent. When 
making full-pressure stops from 20 
m.p.h. and 30 m.p.h. both the rear 
wheels locked, which at times caused 
the vehicle to slew round to the right. 

The hand-brake performance was a 
little disappointing, as the highest 
Tapley-meter reading that could be 
obtained from 20 m.p.h. was 25 per

cent. The limiting factor in this case 
was lever travel and a modification is 
in hand to ensure a faster take-up of 
slack in the linkage. 

Generally, however, the braking 
performance was good and only 
relatively light pedal pressures were 
necessary to achieve the results re- 
corded in the data panel. Only slight 
servo lag was noticed. The difference 
between the average and maximum 
deceleration figures was caused by 
rear-wheel locking, skid marks nearly 
40 ft. long being produced when 
braking from 30 m.p.h. 

First-rate acceleration figures were 
recorded and the standing-start tests 
were made without using bottom gear, 
a ratio which was not engaged during 
any subsequent test. Top gear was not 
employed, because times were taken 
only up to 30 m.p.h., but flexibility in 
this ratio was proved by the direct- 
drive tests timed between 10 m.p.h. 
and 30 m.p.h. Consistent acceleration 
between 10 m.p.h. and 20 m.p.h. and 
between 20 m.p.h. and 30 m.p.h. 
emphasized the good engine torque. 

The fuel-consumption test course 
chosen was for the most part along 
Ihe Broadway, Chadderton, a six- 
ES 


mile circuit not conducive to optimis- 
tic figures because of the number of 
traffic lights and roundabouts which 
has to be negotiated. 

Nevertheless, an average speed of 
25.5 m.p.h. was maintained without 
exceeding 35 m.p.h., showing that the 
Seddon’s acceleration potentialities 
were used to the full. In the circum- 
stances, the consumption rate of 15.1 
m.p.g. is particularly good, and under 
more helpful trunk-haulage conditions 
a clear 17 m.p.g. should be obtained. 

The unladen consumption rate of 
22 m.p.g. shows that under normal 
conditions, when returning unladen, 
an overall consumption rate of at 
least 19 m.p.g. should be realized, 
which is particularly good for a 
“ quality ” chassis. 

For the hill-performance tests I 
employed the 1}-mile-long Buckstones 
Road, the average gradient of which 
is | in 12, and the ascent was made in 
an ambient temperature of 48°P. 
Road speed never dropped below 10 
m.p.h., and this was when second 
gear was in use. The ratio was en- 
gaged for a total of 2 minutes 28 
seconds, out of an overall climbing 
time of 6} minutes, and the efficiency 


of the cooling system was shown by 
the negligible coolant-temperature rise 
of 7°F. above its normal 162°F. 

A descent in neutral to test for fade 
resistance occupied 44 minutes, during 
which time the foot brake was kept 
lightly applied so that the speed did 
not rise appreciably above 20 m.p.h. 

I was expecting a high degree of 
fade, as this particular chassis had not 
covered more than 100 miles since it 
was built and the brakes would not 
have been bedded-in, but a Tapley- 
meter reading of 40 per cent. was 
obtained from 20 m.p.h. at the bottom 
of the hill. Smoke and smell emanated 
from the heated linings. Once fully 
bedded-in, nothing like this amount of 
fade should occur, as the Girling units 
have adequate shoe travel and the 
Hydrovac servo gives plenty of power 
reserve. 

Returning to the steepest section of 
the hill, a second-gear restart was 
made comfortably on a 1-in-84 slope, 
on which incline the hand brake held 
the vehicle easily. Bottom gear should 
give a restart performance of at least 
1 in S54. 

Generally, the Seddon /7-tonner 
handled well, although the steering 
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tended to be a trifle heavy, particu- 
larly at low speeds. Castor effect was 
good, however, without being too 
fierce, Braking action was firm with- 
out being heavy and the gear-change 
was good, although the lever travel 
was a little excessive and the spring 
pressure against accidental engage- 
ment of first and reverse. was not 
high enough to be wholly effective. 
The relative positions of the gear 
and hand-brake levers are not all they 
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might be. When the hand brake is 
fully applied the gear lever hits it 
when selecting second gear. 

1 had no time to carry out main- 
tenance tests, but the maintenance of 
the chassis itself was dealt with in the 
report published on February 8, 1957. 
The engine should be an easy one to 
work on, as the Seddon cowling gives 
good access to it. The injectors are 
well exposed and have flange mount- 
ings, so that they will be simple to 
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remove and replace, whilst the fuel 
filter is carried high up on the left 
front corner of the cylinder head, 
where it can be reached easily. 

The main object of the test was to 
assess the merits of the new engine. 
Manufacturers who install Perkins 
engines as initial equipment will find 
that the Six 354 will prove to be a 
“winner.” The engine should also 
have a rosy future as a conversion 
unit.

Autotanker (Stand 86) should 
stimulate interest in the possibilities of 
all-welded light-alloy fabrication for 
standard forms of bodywork, as well as 
for the integral type. Indeed, the num- 
ber of light-alloy bodies on the other 
stands at the Commercial Motor Show 
represents a substantial increase in the 
use of aluminium since the 1958 Show. 
Progress in rolling and welding sheet 
metal may have increased the production 
possibilities of aluminium in ways that 
have yet to be exploited by most body- 
builders. 

The supporters of plastics construction 
will, however, point out that the display 
of Mickleover sandwich-type one-piece 
moulded bodies in a variety of forms

tion of future trends, whilst knowledge- 
able operators may well conclude that 
all forms of construction offer individual 
advantages.

revival of interest in simple low-cost 
composite construction that is relatively 
heavy but wears well and has good antr 
drumming properties. 

The general acceptance of pneumatic 
discharge for bulk-haulage vehicles carry:

increased interest in new features which 
improve efficiency and give ease of con 
trol. Modified systems are exhibited 
which offer lightness with reduced aif 
consumption and in some cases extend 
the range of materials that can & 
handled. 

Fully mechanical discharge may, how 
ever, have been given a new lease 0 
life by the availability of lightweight 
hydraulic motors to drive aug 
mechanisms. An outstanding example &

by Bawn (Stand 112). 

There has been no revolution in tipping 
gears since the 1958 Show, but important 
details have been introduced by various 
makers, and tipper exhibits show that the 
elimination of stress concentration has 
been a major consideration. Vehicle 
features that aid mechanical handling are 
not outstanding numerically, but keen 
Tappreciation of associated problems is 
generally in evidence, and some special 
bodies illustrate the great advantages that

body (Stand 46) gives freedom from 
local stress concentration by virtue of the 
type of flexible joint employed. 

A 1,310-cu.-ft. van, based on an Albion 
chassis, is the largest yet built of Neville 
interchangeable standard panels. It is 
claimed that this method of construction 
is ideal for high-capacity bodies, the 
favourable strength-to-weight ratio of the 
structure being its outstanding character- 
istic. It is notable that an 800-cu.-ft. 
insulated container intended for ferry 
traffic is fitted with roof rails for hanging 
loads, which can be accommodated with- 
out extra strengthening of the structure. 

Although exhibited as side sections of 
a hopper body, British Aluminium inter- 
locking light-alloy panels (Stand 413) 
could advantageously be applied to box 
structures used for the carriage of heavy 
suspended loads or of materials that exert 
a high pressure on the panels. The 
sections are integral with top-hat stiffen- 
ing ribs, and it is, therefore, unnecessary 
to attach additional stiffening members 
to the sides.

Araldite glue is applied to the joints 
before assembly, which can be performed 
by unskilled labour. The sections are a 
“ snap-fit,” in that the interlocking action 
is resilient without being reversible under 
pressure. Time for assembly compares 
favourably with the construction rate of 
the more conventional forms of panel- 
ling designed to resist severe loading. 

A novel form of framework is 
employed by Holmes (Stand 51) for the 
Homalloy 500-cu.-ft. light-alloy refriger- 
ated cargo container, the structure being 
built of square-section tubes which are 
joined by square blocks of high-density 
polythene. These have four or more 
tubular projections, which are a push-fit 
in the light-alloy members. 

The framework can be assembled by 
semi-skilled labour, and damaged sections 
can be readily replaced. An Argonarc- 
welded floor provides efficient sealing. 
The container is insulated with 5 in. of 
Rocksil, whilst the panelling comprises 
16-g. sheet on the inside and sheet of 
12-g. on the outside.

The van is insulated with 
5 in, of polystyrene and will be used for 
deliveries of frozen sponges, Thermo 
King refrigerating equipment is located 
in the Luton section. : 

Makers of tanks of both aluminium 
alloy and stainless steel, the A.P.V. com- 
pany (Stand 124) emphasize that there is 
a growing interest among tanker operators 
in the use of light alloy to increase pay- 
load and obtain equipment which is easy 
to clean and has a longer life than other 
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tanks. The form of construction 
employed is exemplified by a 4,000-gal. 
petroleum tank mounted on an Atkinson 
eight-wheeled chassis. : 

Effective sealing of the floor of a 
refrigerated van can conveniently be pro- 
vided by a plastics lining, and this is 
shown by Mann Egerton (Stand 109), 
who have applied it to a light-alloy 
refrigerated body mounted on an Austin 
forward-control 2-ton chassis. The floor 
is of resin-bonded plywood overlaid with 
glass-fibre impregnated with Aloxite grit. 
As well as affording a watertight seal, 
the material offers a high resistance to 
wear and a non-slip surface. 

Insulation is of 4-in. polystyrene 
throughout, whilst both interior and 
exterior panels are of 18-g. aluminium. 
The body is specifically designed for the 
carriage of frozen food, ice-cream and so 
on, and is equipped with a Superfreeze 
door at the rear end and a drop-down 
rear step. Hold-over refrigeration is 
designed to maintain a temperature ol 
minus 5° F. for 10 hours. 

Effective sealing is also a feature of 
a special trough type of one-piece all- 
welded floor of the Litex insulated meat 
container shown by County Commercial 
Cars (Stand 165). The “air-blown” 


refrigeration system fitted to the container 
is specially designed to circulate cold air 
over the load continuously to cater for 
the transport of fresh meat. 


Plastics panels of the new Leyland heavy- 

duty models (Stand 70) are bonded to 

steel framing and afford a weight saving 
of 2 cwt. 
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The main plastics interest of the Show 
is centred on the one-piece moulded 
bodies and containers of colour-impreg- 
nated sandwich material displayed by 
Mickleover Transport (Stand 130), who 
are exhibiting at Earls Court for the first 
time. The plastics bodywork is designed 
to obviate the use of framing members 
of other material. 

Inner and outer layers of reinforced 
resin are bonded to each surface of a 
foamed-plastics layer, which combines 
great strength with lightness and has 
inherently good insulating properties. 
Sandwich fabrication affords greater pro- 
tection against changes in ambient 
conditions than a conventional body and, 
if more efficient insulation is required, 
this can be achieved by increasing the 
thickness of the central foamed layer of 
the laminate. 

A typical example of one-piece body 
moulding is a van based on a Karrier 
2-3-ton chassis. This is colour impreg- 
nated and incorporates a foamed layer 
with a thickness of $ in. The body is 
attached to a timber and steel under- 
frame by truss panels of aluminium sheet 
contained in plastics shells, to which they 
are bonded. 

Roller shutters at the sides and rear 
are of a special plastics kind developed 
by the company. whilst the floor is of 
hard-wearing resin with Molochite filler 
Half the floor is covered by a sand-

non-slip property that can be provided 
by grit impregnation. 

Known as the Commuter dairy truck, 
a Smith’s N.C.B. 14-ton battery-electric 
vehicle (Stand 94) is mounted on a 
standard chassis and is equipped with a 
four-piece plastics body, which is the first 
of the type to be produced by the com- 
pany. The body comprises a one-piece 
plastics-cab section, a plastics roof and 
plastics sides, and the vehicle has a pay- 
load of 2,500 Ib. 

The importance of tipping vehicles is 
indicated by the fact that they represent 
a larger proportion of the exhibits than 
any other type, the total being about 60. 
Introduced at the Show, the Telehoist 
S.L.8 double-telescopic tipping gear 
(Stand 50) is designed to give low ram 
mounting and to reduce localized stress- 
ing of the chassis frame. 

An essential feature of the gear is a

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tubular mounting member rigidly 
attached to the off-side chassis longitu- 
dinal and carried on the near side by a 
trunnion sleeve giving free torsional 
movement. The lower end of the ram is 
pivoted on a line below the centre of 
the mounting tube. 

Based on. the original S.L.7 tipping 
gear, the ram has a 40-per-cent. greater 
capacity, the lower section having a bore 
of 6 in. and the upper section a bore of 
3? in. Inching: control of upward and 
downward movements is provided by a 
rotary control valve, which, being separ- 
ate, is easily serviced. The new gear is seen 
applied to an Albion Clydesdale chassis. 

A particularly valuable feature of the 
new Weston twin-ram slant-type tipping 
gear (Stand 21) is that it affords freedom 
from underframe obstruction when the 
body is in the normal position. The rams 
are mounted on a swivelling cradle and 
give an angle of tip up to 50°. 

Many operators of tipping trailers 
would welcome the opportunity to tip 
the load “ as required ” without coupling 
the vehicle to a tracfor to provide the 
necessary hydraulic power. On the Spen- 
borough stand (120) a York tandem-axle 
18-20-ton trailer is displayed which is 
equipped with a petrol-engined power 
pack for driving the hydraulic pump of 
the lifting system. 

This vehicle also has an aluminium 
interest, in that the sides are built of 
hinged light-alloy plank sections which 
are easily detachable, whilst a_ steel- 
covered timber floor is supported by 
aluminium channel-section cross-bearers. 

One of the first companies to build an 
efficient bulk-transport body with a 
pneumatic discharge system for handling 
grain and granulated materials, Duramin 
(Stand 54) announced before the Show 
that they would be exhibiting a bulk-flour 
vehicle with a Simon Squeegee pump- 
discharger unit. The principle remained 
a mystery until opening day,

The Squeegee discharger performs the 
functions of a seal and of a flour 
“extruder,” and comprises a duplicated set 
of rollers which act on two flexible pipes 
connected to the outlets of the aeration 
system. The flour is thereby “ pumped ” 
through the flexible pipes and is made 
“fluid” again by jets of compressed air 
in the pipe outlets for discharge. It is 
claimed that the system gives a highly 
favourable rate of discharge, that it is 
reliable in operation and affords a valu- 
able saving in weight and cost. 

The roller units are driven by an exten- 
sion shaft of the power take-off or may 
be powered by an electric motor if the 
vehicle is employed for deliveries to 
termini at which mains electric current 
is available. Use of the Squeegee 
obviates the need for two compressors. 

Following the pre-Show announcement 
that a new Homalloy bulk-discharge

stand (51). The blower is a modified 
form of engine supercharger; this was 
the origin of the Wellworthy-Ricardo 
piston-type blower (Stand 2000), which 
has been adopted by many makers of 
bulk-discharge equipment. In its latest 
form the low-speed capacity of the 
Wellworthy-Ricardo unit has _ been 
appreciably increased. The air delivered 
is free from oil contamination. 
Prominent at recent shows as manufac 
turers of bulk-powder bodies equipped 
with pneumatic discharge (as well as the 
makers of cattle trucks), Carmichael 
(Stand 117) this year display a 
aluminium bulk-cement tanker mounted 
on a Foden chassis which has a capacity 
of 9 tons and can unload in 15 minutes 
to a height of 40 ft. For discharge the 
vessel is tipped to an angle of about 30° 
and air at a pressure of 10 p.s.i. is intto 
duced into the tank and to the discharge 
duct, according to closely controlled 
ratios, to enable the maximum lift to be 
obtained with minimum air consumption. 
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Developed from the demountable bulk- 
in transporter body, exhibited at the 
1958 Show, the Bawn Speedifeed con- 
jainer (Stand 112) is designed for mount- 
Sing on a semi-trailer and incorporates 
“four hydraulic motors. Grain is fed by 
gravity from the three compartments 
through adjustable slides to two parallel 
auger ducts, the augers being driven by 
motors at the front of the body. 

From the rear ends of the ducts, the 
grain is directed to the base of a motor- 
driven vertical auger to the input of a 
swinging-boom —_ distributor mounted 
above the container. Driven by a motor 
at the input end, a fourth auger trans- 
fers the grain to the output spout. The 
boom is elevated by a hydraulic ram and 
is rotated manually. All controls are 
grouped at the bottom of the vertical 
auger. Power is provided by a hydraulic 
pump on the vehicle or can be supplied 
from outside. 

Whilst double-deck pallet loading can 
be economically applied to vehicles 
regularly employed to carry the same 
type of unit load, its scope is often 
frustrated by the necessity to accom- 
modate mixed loads on some of the runs. 
This difficulty is overcome by Cocker’s

operators who wish to make full use of motorways. Higher 
power ratings, gearboxes with increased numbers of ratios, 
vastly improved cabs and minor changes in brakes and 
suspénsion point to this trend. 

Notwithstanding these welcome improvements, most 
British makers have not yet had recourse to unconventional 
design features. Exceptions include two tankers—the 
Scammell Trunker (Stand 77) and the Thompson-Leyland 
B.P. Autotanker (Stand 86)—and the now familiar Guy 
Wulfrunian bus (Stand 55). 

Although marked interest was shown by a large number 
of manufacturers at the 1958 Show in such features as air 
suspension and disc brakes, this initial enthusiasm—belated 
as it was in respect of air suspension when compared with 
American and Continental designs—has in many cases not 
been followed up.

Air Suspension Interest 

As recorded elsewhere, semi-trailer manufacturers appear 
to show continued interest in air suspension, whilst the 
Dunlop Rubber Co., Ltd. (Stand 317) have been hard at 
work developing simple conversion systems for the rear 
axles of vehicles of up to 9 tons capacity. Two light 
examples of these conversions can be seen on ambulances 
exhibited by Appleyard of Leeds, Ltd. (Stand 133), and 
Wadham Bros. (Coachbuilders), Ltd. (Stand 72). 

Disc brakes feature in the specification of the Wulf- 
runian, and are fitted on the front-bogie axles of an E.R.F. 
eight-wheeler (Stand 68), but otherwise are not in evidence 
except on Bedford 74-ton load carriers and 10- and 12-ton 
tractive units (Stand 76), used on the transmission.

The trend towards the use of front-entrance double- 
deck buses is having some interesting effects on passenger- 
chassis design. Although several undertakings—even before 
the war—had double-deckers with forward entrances 
immediately behind the near-side front wheel, the impetus 
towards the adoption of genuine front-entrance layouts 
was undoubtedly afforded by the introduction of the final 
version of the Leyland Atlantean chassis two years ago. 

This simple but effective rear-engined double-decker 
chassis design has now been joined on the market by the 
Daimler Fleetline (Stand 67), which, although obviously 
an original design—particularly with regard to its rear- 
end layout—must of necessity resemble the Atlantean fairly 
closely, except for its rear axle and transmission. 

A quite different approach was made by Guy Motors, 
Ltd., last year in the shape of their Wulfrunian, which 
has its engine ahead of the front wheels and offset towards 
the driver. In addition to providing a clear space for an

Unlike 
fellow, the Atlantean, the Lion is intended for single-deck 
coach bodies, as a result of which it has the high frame 
line normally associated with an _ underfloor-engined 
vehicle. This high line is deliberate, as it allows use to 
be made of the space between the axles and below the 
floor for the stowage of large quantities of luggage and 
for housing pieces of auxiliary equipment, such as bulky, 
fully refrigerated air-conditioning plant. 

Both the Leyland Atlantean and the Daimler Fleetline, 
although designed initially for double-decker applications, 
could be employed in a single-decker réle, particularly as 
the basis of low-height, easy-loading, crush-capacity buses. 
Indeed, one Leyland Atlantean has already been sent to 
the U.S.A. for this purpose, in addition to a number of 
Lion chassis now being exported. 

So far A.E.C., Ltd. (Stand 80), like Guy and Dennis, 
have not been tempted to produce a rear-engined design, 
but they are exhibiting a new underfloor-engined chassis 
the Regal Mark VI. This is suitable at present for over- 
seas applications only, because its minimum overall length 
in short-wheelbase form is 33 ft. In this the

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Leyland Lion is similar. If British regulations are amended

The relative scarcity of new models among the passenger 
exhibits is almost matched in the goods-vehicle field.

powerful versions of the Albion Clydesdale four-wheeler 
and Reiver six-wheeler (Stand 56) have been developed, 
whilst Transport Equipment (Thornycroft), Ltd., have a 
new heavy-duty tipper chassis (Stand 69). The Thompson- 
Leyland rear-engined integral tanker and the Scammell 
Trunker articulated tanker offer further technical interest 
among the heavy vehicles. 

Integral construction is a feature of the new B.MC. 
Austin and Morris 10-12-cwt. vans, which replace the 
original Morris-Commercial J design with separate chassis 
frame. The new vans have independent front suspension 
and 1.5-litre petrol engines derived from those units used 
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in current B.M.C. private cars. A commendable feature 
is the floor-mounted gear lever. 

A floor-mounted gear lever to the left of the driver is 
one of the points of the new Standard Atlas Major 
\0-12-cwt. van. This vehicle is basically the Atlas, but 
the 0.948-litre petrol engine is replaced by the 1.67-litre 
Ensign car engine, which produces 50.5 b.h.p. instead of 
the 35 b.h.p. of the smaller engine. Performance—and 
even economy—should be improved by the use of this 
larger engine. 

The Dennis Vendor is unique in this country for its 
use of independent suspension of all wheels and front- 
wheel drive. Because of its layout, it can provide a floor 
loading height of only 1 ft. 74 in., whilst the location 
of the engine ahead of the front wheels and the use of a 
normal-control layout give a degree of engine accessibility 
not normally found in vans of this size. Oil or petrol

Outstanding driver comfort and ease of control are pro- 
vided by the new Bedford TK range of goods vehicles, the 
design of which forms a complete departure from previous 
British practice in this size of chassis without recourse to 
drastically unconventional techniques. The secret of the 
inevitable success of the TK models lies in the fact that the 
engine and gearbox are set back behind the line of the 
front axle, with the result that the seat box can be built 
over the engine, leaving the floor ahead of the seat com- 
pletely flat and giving space for entrance steps ahead

Other features of the TK range include the use of trans- 
mission hand-brakes, these being Lockheed units 
(Stand 343) in the case of the heavier versions. Braking

respectively, whereas the original engines from which they 
were developed had maximum net outputs of 125 b.h.p. 
and 150 b.h.p. At first sight it would be thought that 
drastic modifications would have been necessary to achieve

these power increases. In fact, although several years of 
development work were involved, in terms of sheer 
physical change the new and old engines do not differ 
greatly, the additional power having been derived by alter- 
ing the breathing and combustion characteristics. 
Similar treatment was applied to the Leyland 0.375, 
which produced 110 b.h.p., and the derivative—the O.400 
—although slightly larger, has a gross output of 131 b.h.p. 
In all cases fuel economy has not been affected adversely 
it has been improved, if anything—and much of the 
“secret” of the gain in power can be put down to the 
development of a new form of combustion-chamber shape 
in the piston crowns, which has been termed Spheroidal. 
The other outstanding example of greater power without 
increased size is shown by Fodens, Ltd., who, by applying 
a@C.A.V. turbocharger (Stand 231) and an air-to-air inter- 
eooler, have raised the rating of their normal six-cylindered 
409-litre two-stroke supercharged oil engine from 150 
bhp. to 210 b.h.p., giving a ratio of 51.2 b.h.p. per litre.

into the Roots blower at a much lower temperature 
than that of the air normally discharged from a _ turbo- 
charger.

Another new power unit, announced on the opening 
day of the Show, is of more conventional design, although 
forming a novelty for the manufacturer.

Thornycroft have been making alterations to some of 
their power units, and a new version of the QR6 9.83-litre 
engine, named the Q6, has been developed.

David Brown Industries, Ltd. (Stand 224). 
The latest Leyland heavy-duty models have a basic five- 
eed gearbox as standard, but this has been designed so 
an Overdrive ratio can be added at the rear and a 
wier ratio at the input end, giving six or seven speeds 
cording to requirements. This is the first serious attempt 
by a British chassis manufacturer to offer this number of 
atios, and one which is to be applauded. 
Semi- and fully-automatic transmissions continue to gain 
avour among  pasSenger-vehicle operators, who are 
pbviously more aware than hauliers of the vital need to 
educe driver effort, although this outlook is explained 
partly by the fact that buses invariably operate in thick 
traffic. Admittedly, there is little need for a fully automatic 
ransmission on the average long-distance goods vehicle 
although the case is strong for the use of such equipment 
n delivery chassis), but a semi-automatic gearbox or other 
orm of “ two-pedal” control would be acceptable to the 
ajority of people if the price were reasonable. 
A new fully automatic, all-mechanical gearbox of 
hedium capacity has been’ introduced by Hobbs Transmis- 
ons, Ltd. (Stand 406), and is of a size suitable for light 
asenger and goods vehicles. Hobbs are developing 
huch larger automatic transmissions, but, regrettably, more 
Merest in their designs seems to be shown by overseas 
hanufacturers than by British companies. 
A clever version of an epicyclic semi- and fully-automatic 
arbox is that developed by Daimler for their Fleetline 
a-engined chassis. This is a variation of the existing 
Paimatic unit, modified so that a right-angle bevel-gear 
it could be included in it to take the drive to the rear 
ile within the width of the chassis side members.

The worm axle has lost another devotee with the 
adoption by Leyland of double-reduction units for all the 
models in their new heavy-duty goods range, whilst 
Kirkstall (Stand 415)—large-scale manufacturers of worm 
axles—are now offering a novel triple-reduction unit for 
bogie applications with an unusual form of leaf suspension. 

Dropped-centre double-reduction axles are used by 
Daimler, Dennis and Guy for their low-height passenger 
models. In this respect, Leyland are ploughing a lone 
furrow with their use of a reasonably conventional axle 
with angled input on the Atlantean. The dropped-centre 
layout permits a flat floor in the lower saloon and thus has 
big operating advantages, but it must be remembered that 
the original Atlantean had a dropped-centre assembly. 

Despite the increasing use of double-reduction units 
of one form or another and their obvious advantages fo: 
both goods and passenger applications, there is still much 
to be said for a well-built worm axle, particularly with the 
introduction of more advanced types of lubricating oil. 

One of the more interesting features of this year’s Show 
is the larger number of different suspension systems on 
display, particularly those employing rubber in one form 
or another. These include the B.M.C. Mini-Vans, the 
short-wheelbase Gipsy, the Dennis Vendor, the A.E.C. 
Marshal and the Scammell Trunker. All these vehicles 
have a form of pure rubber suspension at front or rear or 
both, whilst the use of rubber in conjunction with steel 
leaf springs can be seen on certain E.R.F. models 
(Stand 68), which have Aeon rubber helper units. 

The position with regard to air suspension is a little 
difficult to define. As things are at the moment, it seems 
likely that it may achieve its greatest success in conjunc- 
tion with leaf springs, a layout favoured by Leyland, for 
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example, who offer it on several passenger chassis. This 
arrangement has much to be said for it, as it makes an 
easy conversion, simplifies the offering of leaf-air suspen- 
sion as an alternative on a standard chassis, and greatly 
reduces the numbers of locating arms and links. 

The principle is that the unladen weight is taken by the 
leaf springs, and the air bellows do not come into play 
until passengers or payload are imposed. Because of the 
inherently progressive action of an air spring, the suspen- 
sion characteristics of a leaf-air layout remain reasonably 
constant, irrespective of the load being carried. 

Undoubtedly, they cannot match in all respects the 
characteristics of true air suspension, such as that on the 
Guy Wulfrunian, which gives a ride better than that of 
most private cars, whether the bus is fully laden or not. 
The Guy system is exceptional, however. 

The burning question with regard to brakes is: “* Where

A most 
significant trend is that the reduction 
of unladen weight is assuming greater 
importance in designers’ aims, and 
this has led to the wider use of light 
alloys and less extravagant fabrications 
in steel. It has also given a boost to 
the weight-saving in-line-axle bogie. 
The rush of air suspension designs in 
1958 is not repeated this year, but the 
provision of really progressive suspen- 
jon systems is now no less important. 
indeed, with the raising of payload-to- 
nladen-weight ratios which is taking 
place it becomes increasingly necessary 
0 develop simple and reliable suspen- 
sions which will give superior results 
0 those achieved by current leaf-spring 
practice. Only four manufacturers 
how air-sprung bogies this year, but 
ubber springing is gaining recognition 
and five semi-trailers on view have this 
ype of suspension.

It 
as thought to be the first time that the 
P Hendrickson walking-beam layout has 
Deen used in this manner. Pitt have 
Spinned their faith on Aeon hollow 
rubber springs, and these are fitted to 
the So-Lo cranked-frame model. As 
a result of an order placed at the 
Show, this concern is shortly to pro- 
duce an in-line-axle bogie with 
multiple Aeon units as the suspension 
medium. The Roadrailer also employs 
rubber as the springing for its Ameri- 
can-designed bogie. 


Disc Brakes for 60 Tons 

One of the most interesting single 
advances io be seen at Earls Court is 
the air-mechanical disc brake system 
fitted to a 45-60-ton low-loading trailer 
exhibited by Cranes. It has been 
developed to overcome fade, which 
has occurred with drum brakes on 
similar units, and to give superior 
retardation. If it is a success in service 
it could lead the way to the wider 
adoption of this type of braking on 
normal semi-trailers. This is some- 
what hampered at present by the need 
to provide air-hydraulic actuation in 
order to achieve the very high 
pressures required at the brake pads. 
The Crane trailer also has a staggered 
wheel arrangement to give improved 
weight distribution. 

Air-hydraulic actuation is provided 
for the 144-in.-diameter Dunlop disc 
brakes fitted to the Dyson Aerovan. 
This type of equipment, at present in 
experimental use with two operators, 
has proved most effective in service 
but must obviously be relatively expen- 
sive although no price is available for 
the Dyson installation. 

J. Brockhouse and Co., Ltd., were 
one of the first semi-trailer manufac- 
lurers to fit self-lubricating bushes to 
conventional leaf-spring suspension. 
The 12-tonner on Stand 108 has 
these fabric bushes in its spring eyes. 
Crane have adopted similar bearing 
material for the pivots of their air- 
sprung designs and a side-effect of this 
is that dampers can be dispensed with 
on these bogies because the bearing, 
which swells slightly after installation, 
provides sufficient drag. 

York too, use self-lubricating com- 
Psition bearings as an alternative to

phosphor-bronze bushes in the trun- 
nions of their Transfour semi-trailer 
in the Demonstration Park. The 
So-Lo, shown by Pitt, can also be 
supplied with fabric bearings in the 
pivots for the long trailing arms on 
which the stub axles are carried. This 
trend towards self-lubrication, coupled 
with the wider use of rubber and air 
suspension and the employment of 
rubber bushes in suspension linkages, 
could well mean that at the 1962 Show 
one will have to look hard to find any 
grease nipples at all on the semi-trailer 
exhibits. 

Carrimore’s supremacy in the car 
transporter semi-trailer field. is chal- 
lenged this year by Brockhouse and 
Taskers, who both show models of 
this type. The Taskers unit in the 
Demonstration Park has a Burtonwood 
tail-lift-type superstructure. 

Whilst rubber or air provides the sus- 
pension novelty amongst the semi- 
trailers, Cary-Laminaire progressive 
leaf-spring suspension is being increas- 


ingly favoured by the manufacturers of - 


small two- and four-wheeled trailers. 
Scottorn, Ltd. (Stand 132) and Dixon- 
Bate, Ltd. (Stand 131) both show small 
trailers with this equipment, whilst the 
D.B. 35-cwt. low-loading semi-trailer 
for use behind a Land-Rover has Flexi- 
tor trailing-arm rubber suspension. It 
is only among these smaller manufac- 
turers that independent trailers can be 





found. Apart from the low-loading 
models shown by Carrimore and 
Hands, the four-wheeled general 


haulage trailer is conspicuous by its 
absence. Could it be that extension of 
the present motorways will bring it 
back into favour? 

Among trailer accessories and com- 
ponents there is not a great deal ol 
novelty at the Show. But Carrimore 
have developed a new S.A.E. 
S.M.M.T. fifth-wheel coupling, prim- 
arily at the instigation of British Road 
Services, which will probably replace 
their existing type. It should go into 
production within six months. The 
latest unit has divided jaws to receive 
the king-pin and these are locked 
positively in position during all stages 
of the coupling procedure. 

On Stand 321 Metalastik, Ltd., 
demonstrate, in model form, an adap 
tation of their torsional rubber suspen 
sion which would be suitable for 
semi-trailers. The axle is located by 
upper and lower radius arms with 
springing by two trailing rubber-in 
torsion toggles. The latest Adrolic 
hydraulically operated landing gea: 
can be seen on Stand 328. This equip 
ment will lift up to 20 tons and can. 
therefore, be fitted to maximum-load 
semi-trailers. In most cases it costs no 
more than conventional mechanically 
actuated gear.

battery in less than a minute. 

The Davenset battery-operated engine- 
sarter made by Partridge, Wilson and Co., 
Ltd., will start 6-v. or 12-v. engines and is 
independent of mains electricity. Other new 
Davenset products are a pistol-grip cell tester 
for sealed-top batteries, an inverter for pro- 
ducing A.C. at mains voltage from a 12-v. 
battery, and a power pack to provide 
smooth,’ direct current at I2v. from 240v. 
AC. 

The latest electronic equipment from V. L. 
Churchill and Co., Ltd., is a portable speedo- 
meter tester and engine tachometer, It con- 
sists of a wheel follower, which transmits 
dectric pulses to an electronic circuit, and 
from there to a meter graduated in m.p.h. 
and engine r.p.m. The wheel follower is 
removed, and a connection made to either 
coil or distributor to check engine revolu- 
tions, The company are also showing an 
electronic wheel balancer. 


Wheel-balancer 


The Replex electronic wheel balancer made 
by the Australian company, Repco, Ltd., can 
be seen on the stand of Kerry's (Great 
Britain), Ltd. Readings are taken by 
jacking-up the vehicle and spinning the 
wheels with a motor unit at a speed equiva- 
lent to 50-100 m.p.h. A vibration pick-up 
head which, when placed under the axle or 
wishbone, picks up out-of-balance as small 
as 1/10 oz. A meter reads the amount of 
unbalance and a stroboscopic flash indicates 
where the weight or weights should be fitted. 
The wheels are statically and dynamically 
balanced on the vehicle, the average time for 
each wheel being five minutes. The price 
of the complete unit, including a range of 
weights, is £174. 

Another type of electronic wheel balancer, 
known as the Alemite, is shown by Stewart- 
Warner, Ltd. Two models are available, 
one being suitable for light vans, the other 
for commercial vehicles. They are portable 
units and can be used to detect kinetic and 
dynamic unbalance on a rotating wheel. 
The entire wheel assembly, tyre, rim, hub 
cap and brake drum, is balanced without 
removing the wheel or adding additional 
attachments. 

The unit consists of an electrically driven 
wheel spinner, which engages on the wheel 
by the simple operation of a hand lever. 
Reverse operation brings into use a brake 
plate. A pick-up arm is magnetically 
attached to the wheel brake plate, or suspen- 
sion, and transmits out-of-balance vibrations 
through a meter unit in conjunction with a 
strobe light, which locates out-of-balance. 
The price of the standard model for vans 
is £156 10s., and the medium duty model for 
heavier vehicles is £190. 


Alignment Quickly Checked 

The Laycock Engineering Optiline gear 
enables all aspects of wheel and steering 
alignment to be checked, corrected as 
necessary, and rechecked in the minimum of 
time. The unit consists of two projectors 
for wheel rim mounting, a screen assembly, 
and turntable for level rotation of the vehicle 
wheels. The degree of wheel misalignment 
ls indicated optically on the screen. 

Particularly useful for the garage where 
wheel alignment has to be carried out on 
aM area that has not been specially prepared 
i the Churchill glass-fibre _floor-level 
indicator. Basically, the equipment consists 
of two pads connected by an adjustable 
tubular bar containing a spirit level. By a 
micro-screw adjustment, the spirit level can 

zeroed to give a reading of the slope in 
the floor at the point being measured. This 
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measurement can be used to correct the 
angles shown on the steering gauge. 

For servicing the heaviest type of engine, 
Triangle Products, Ltd., have introduced a 
portable engine works stand. With hydraulic 
action, it can swing a heavy engine through 
90 deg. and rotate it 180 deg. with positive 
stops. 

V. L. Churchill and Co., Ltd., and Epco, 
Ltd., both show hydraulic presses. The 
Churchill 10-ton model is available in four 
variations, with 6-in. or 10-in. stroke, and 
a feature of this press is the removability 
of the hydraulic unit, enabling it to be used 
for other purposes. The Epco models are 
of 20- and 60-ton capacity.

The latest additions to the range of oil 
draining equipment made by Tecalemit, Ltd., 
are gravity-fed and automatic-drain units 
priced at £35 and £62 respectively. The 
automatic type is operated by compressed 
air, and enables oil to be drained into a 
remote bulk storage tank, whilst the gravity- 
fed drainer is designed for use with an 
underground bulk storage tank. 


Grease Guns 

A high-pressure side-lever grease gun 
priced at 37s. 6d., and a multi-loading high- 
pressure gun at 63s. are being offered by 
Charles J. Neuman, Ltd. The cheaper gun 
holds 1 Ib. of medium or light grease and 
exerts pressures of up to 5,000 p.s.i. The 
multi-loading version holds 3 Ib. of grease 
and is fitted with a nozzle which swivels 
through 180 deg. It can be loaded by cart- 
ridge, suction, hand, or filler pump. 
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A steam cleaner priced at £235 is being 
exhibited by Wickham Industrial Equipment, 
Ltd. Weighing 3 cwt.. it is mounted on 
castors and delivers 70-80 gal. of wet steam 
per hour at a pressure of 100-125 p.s.i. 
Water is pumped from the mains supply 
and is heated by an air-atomizing burner, 
which requires 2 gal. of paraffin or fuel oil 
per hour. 

A gantry-type vehicle washer with the 
speed of traverse controlled by the operator 
is being shown by Tecalemit, Ltd. The

Machinery Co., Ltd. The gun is of the 
single-sided approach type and is capable of 
spot-welding 21 by 20 s.w.g. mild sheet steel.

The Firefly oxy-acetylene hand-cutting 
blow pipe and Argonarc spot-welding torch 
are new products shown on the stand of 
British Oxygen Gases, Ltd. The Firefly 
weighs only 12 oz., cuts up to 3-in.-thick 
steel, and is suited for repair work and 
delicate cutting of light sheet metal.

Manufacturers of luxury coach bodies 
have concentrated on good looks and 


passenger comfort. Windscreens are 
assuming Continental dimensions of depth 
and width, and the range of vision avail- 
able to the passengers has been increased, 
in many cases, by small alterations to 
roof glazing and side windows. There 
are improvements in seating comfort and, 
in 36-seaters particularly, arm-rests, fold- 
ing tables and dispense-buffets can he 
seen on more models.

As at the 1958 Show, several examples 
of the 12-seater are exhibited this year. 
Some, but not all, conform with p.s.v. 
regulations. Each reveals a great deal 
of ingenuity in construction and partic- 
ularly in providing ease of entry, seating 
space and reasonable height. 

Among the large-capacity double- 
deckers, the introduction of the rear- 
engined Daimler passenger chassis is of 
particular interest.

Glass-fibre is used for 
window pans, front and rear domes and 
ticket boxes, and some Formica panelling 
fulfils a decorative and useful purpose. 
Saloons are heated by the Cave-Browne- 
Cave system, 

Roe (Stand 41) are also showing a 75- 
seat body on the Guy Wulfrunian chassis, 
of 15-ft. 4-in. wheelbase. The frame- 
work here is steel for the lower saloon 
and aluminium alloy for the upper.

This 
69-seater is of the full-front, forward- 
entrance type with doors 3 ft. 8 in. wide. 
There are several plastics mouldings. 
both inside and outside the body, and 
the interior lighting is by fluorescent 
tubes. Headroom in the upper saloon 
is 5 ft. 9 in. and in the lower saloon 
5 ft. 114 in. 

By employing a sunken gangway on 
the off side of the upper saloon of their 
69-seat low-bridge double-decker on the 
Dennis Loline chassis, Northern Counties 
have achieved an unladen overall height 
of 12 ft.

The 
single sliding-door is air-operated by the 
driver. This bus, in the colours of 
Walsall Transport Department, also 
features two centrally located Perspex 
roof lights. The interior lighting is by 
fluorescent tubes. 

Bodies less than the maximum 30-ft. 
length are in the minority at Earls Court, 
but both M.C.W. (Stand 43) and Park 
Royal show examples, the latter on the 
A.E.C. stand (80). The former, a 64- 
seater on a Leyland Titan chassis, for 
Halifax Transport Department, is 27 ft. 
long and accommodates 28 people in the 
lower saloon and 36 in the upper. The 
driver has a half-cab, with fixed wind- 
screen and a sliding entrance door. Air- 
operated double jack-knife doors secure 
the front entrance. All seats are mounted 
transversely, and the squabs are of 
colour-impregnated glass-fibre. 

Now coming into service in increasing 
numbers, the London Transport Route- 
master, shown by A.E.C. with Park Royal 
coachwork, retains many of the tradi- 
tional features of the metropolitan bus, 
including the half-cab and the ever-open 
rear platform. In less obvious respects, 
however, the RM reflects considerable 
forward-thinking. With its overall length 
of 27 ft. 6 in., 64 seats can be accom- 
modated and emphasis has been placed 
on lightness. The integral construction 
is largely in aluminium alloy and there 
are several plastics panels as, for 
example, in the bonnet top, rear emer- 
gency-exit frames and seat squab boards. 

Styling changes to be seen on the 
stands of the coach manufacturers 
largely concern details such as increased 
windscreen size, bigger glazed areas in 
the roof, and improved ventilation and 
seating (which allows additional leg-room 
without sacrificing comfort), There are,

For example, the luxurious Willow- 
brook Viscount 4l-seater on an A.E.C. 


chassis, shown on Stand 38, is, by 
function, a one-man-operated express 
bus. It is to the requiréments of Birch 


Bros., Ltd., and will be used on their 
Rushden - Bedford- London motorway 
service. A new note is struck by the 
reverse-angle rear window: it may be 
thought that this arrangement might 
have been improved by a small peak or 
sill above the glazing to offset a certain 
naked appearance. 

The seats, upholstered in red moquette, 
are extremely comfortable and the saloon 
is trimmed in attractive grey Formica. 
There are three recirculatory heaters and 
the interior is lit by fluorescent tubes. 

Willowbrook are also showing, in the 
livery of Grimsby and Cleethorpes Joint 
Transport Committee, a 42-seat body on 
an A.E.C. chassis with separate entrance 
and exit doors at front and centre, respec- 
tively. The cab is provided with a 
waist-high counter and ticket machine. 

A 47-seater bus on a Leyland: Tiger 
Cub chassis is shown by M.C.W. on Stand 
43. Built to the requirements of Edin- 
burgh Transport Department, this is an 
all-steel body, panelled in aluminium. 
All the seats face forward. The ventila- 
tion arrangements are on the well-defined 
coach lines, with a single three-way roof 
panel, double-deflecting window vents 
and an air intake above the windscreens. 

On Stand 40, Park Royal Vehicles are 
showing a semi-luxury service-coach on 
an A.E.C. chassis, in the colours of the 
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East Kent Road Car Co., Ltd. This is 
a 4l-seater, with front entrance and a 
fully glazed, single folding door, elec- 
trically operated by the driver. Two 
Weathershields three-way-lift ventilators 
are inserted in the roof, and the two 
front dome lights are screened by con 
certina blinds. 

There are two large single-deck buses 
for export to be seen on the M.C.W. 
stand (43) and Marshall's (Stand 45) 
The former, built for the Municipality 
of Madrid, is a 28-seater on a Leyland 
Worldmaster chassis. The overall length 
is 35 ft. 7 in., sufficient to provide stand 
ing space for a large number of passen 
gers. There is a rear entrance door, on 
the right of which is a conductor's cash 
desk, and two exits farther forward. 
Roof windows are provided at sides and 


rear for the convenience of standing 
passengers. 
The Marshall-Mulliner 35-ft. single 


decker, on a Guy Victory, is destined for 
Lagos and is thus somewhat exotically 
finished in red with a great deal of 
extruded aluminium about the waistline. 
This vehicle provides seating for 63 and 
the gangway is of sufficient width to 
provide standing room. Construction is 
all-metal, suitable for work in tropical 
climates, and the body is insulated by 
14-in. glass-fibre. Seat backs and lining 
panels are in fluted aluminium. 


Dual-purpose 30-seater 


Harrington (Stand 39) are showing 
their latest 30-seater dual-purpose body 
on an Albion Nimbus chassis. This 
model is arranged for one-man opera- 
tion and is shown complete with cash 
and ticket counter. The front-entrance 
door gear is hydraulic-electric, and is 
operated by the driver. Seating is of 
lightweight type, offering comfort closely 
akin to that of a coach. 

The interest in the 12-seater bus for 
rural operation, private hires and per- 
sonnel movement, which was so obvious 
at the Commercial Motor Show of 1958, 
has certainly been maintained this year 
Examples of standard coachwork by the 
chassis manufacturers are to be seen on 
the stands of Commer (90), Ford (92) and 
Trojan (58). Renault show their eight 
seater conversion of the 12-cwt. Estafette 
van on Stand 66. 

Among the specialist bodybuilders, 
Duple (Stand 36) have a 15-seat service 
coach on a modified Bedford J.2 chassis 
with forward control. This is equipped 
to luxury standard in spite of its “ser 
vice” designation, although a rather more 
austere version is also available. 

Martin Walter (Stand 52) show the 
latest version of theif popular Utilabus, 
now embellished with rear wing fins, and 
a new model—a 4-5-seat shooting brake 
on the Bedford C.A.S. chassis. This 
provides sleeping accommodation which, 
when folded against the walls, reveals 
considerable load-carrying space. 

Kenex (Stand 134) have added a 
Standard Atlas conversion to their range 
of personnel carriers based on van 
chassis. The newcomer is designed to 
carry 10 fare-paying passengers, courier 
and driver.

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OME demand for ambulances 
H has settled into a fairly steady 

pattern, the chief requirement 
being to satisfy the needs of the many 
patients now regularly travelling for 
treatment. Thus it is that the dual- 
purpose models for the moment tend 
to dominate the market. These units 
are well adapted for construction on 
light commercial chassis, although in 
some instances suspension modifica- 
tions have been found desirable. 
Despite the fact that the tendency is 
towards some measure of standardiza- 
tion, this field remains one for the 
specialist coachbuilder, as, in their 


anxiety to meet as precisely as possible 





the needs of patients in their areas, 
the individual authorities demand 
numerous variations in equipment. 
More marked individuality is to be 
found among designs that are intended 
for use overseas, but these do not 
figure to any appreciable extent at the 
present Show. 

For the “walking wounded” the 
objective is to give a better ride than 
the bus and at the same time, by omit- 
ting the frills, to attain a reasonable 
carrying capacity at equally reasonable 
cost. Thus, as at other recent shows, 
it is upon the convertible (or more 
utility) form of ambulance that the 
emphasis rests On this occasion. 

Evidence of endeavours to cater 
specifically for public authorities in 
other fields is limited. The Land- 
Rover fire tender (Stand 79) is a 
versatile-looking outfit which should 
have a strong appeal for industrial 
organizations that require a measure 
of instant protection from the fire 
menace. The regular Land-Rover 
chassis is modified for this special use 
by the employment of higher rate front 
and rear springs and larger section 
tyres. Land-Rover also offer a go- 
inywhere ambulance on a 9-ft. 1-in. 
wheelbase chassis, which is obviously 
intended for overseas and contractors’ 
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use. The Pilcher bodywork is clean- 
lined and simple but thoroughly ade- 
quate for the purposes envisaged. 

In a somewhat different category 
comes the Dennis welfare coach for 
the London County Council, seen on 
the Edbro, stand (24-25). There are 
individual seats with plenty of leg- 
room and ample circulation space 
within the saloon.- A double tail-door 
is provided to facilitate the entry of 
invalid chairs. 

Having in mind the special problems 
of the health authorities, and the 
fact that certain of the Bedford 
chassis range are extensively employed 
for ambulance work, Vauxhall Motors

How Revision of “The Tables of 
Operating Costs” Calls for the 
Consideration of Many Factors 


COMPARE 


LIKE WITH LIKE 


Operating Costs,’ shows the depreciation cost per mile 

for the 7-ton oiler as 1.87d., compared with 3.15d. in the 
1958 issue. How is this reduction accounted for?” asks a Welsh 
reader. 

Although a comparatively simple query, explanation of 
the reasons underlying the change in this particular instance 
gives the opportunity to emphasize the completeness with which 
successive editions of the Tables are revised. 

A combination of three reasons is the cause of the appreciable 
change in this item of operating cost. The removal of purchase 
tax from commercial vehicle chassis in April, 1959 (after 
publication of the previous edition of the Tables) obviously 
reduced the price of goods vehicles and, in turn, the cost cf 
depreciation—even if other factors had remained static. 

Second, the first paragraph of the introduction of the 1960 
edition is particularly significant in this instance. I refer to 
the statement that adjustments have. been made in the new 
edition of the Tables to provide still greater simplicity and 
appropriateness relative to current vehicle types and usage. 


"To new edition of ‘ The Commercial Motor Tables of 


Longer Life 


The third reason is that, concurrent with improvements in 
body and chassis design, it was considered opportune when 
compiling the 1960 edition of the Tables to raise the expected 
vehicle mileage life for 7-ton oilers (along with some other 
vehicles) from 125,000 to 150,000, which again had the effect 
of lowering the depreciation cost per mile. 

There has also been some re-grouping within the Tables. 
In Table 2 it was considered more appropriate to limit the 
range of rigid goods vehicles from 3- to 7-ton carrying capacity 
in the quantity-produced class. In the previous edition the 
limit was 9 tons. 

Additionally, it was decided to omit exceptional examples of 
7-tonners (which previously had been included) of heavier 
construction, higher price and capable of drawbar trailer work. 
This was done on the grounds that these particular types were 
not comparable with standard 7-tonners. 

These two decisions, relative to the types of vehicle to be 
included in Table 2, had the effect of reducing the average 
price on which depreciation is calculated compared with the 
1958 edition, irrespective of the cumulative effect of the other 
changes already mentioned. 

Following these adjustments to Table 2, the opportunity was 
also taken to consolidate into Table 3 all examples of rigid 
goods vehicle which could loosely be described as coming within 
the “heavy” class, irrespective of whether they were based 
on four-, six- or eight-wheeled chassis. Although covering a 
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wide range of carrying capacities, namely 8 tons to 16 ‘tony 
there is a similarity in construction and resulting mileage life 

To facilitate more ready comparison, petrol- and oil-engined 
versions of vehicles of the same carrying capacity have thi 
year been included in the same Tables. Thus, in 1958 Table} 
consisted of four-wheeled oil-engined goods vehicles wifi 
carrying capacities ranging from | ton to 9 tons. In then 
edition the 10 vehicles included in Table 2 range from 3-tonne 
to 7-tonners for both petrol- and oil-engined versions. Similarly 
four articulated vehicles are included in Table 5 (3 tons an 
6 tons), again with either petrol or oil engines, whilst thy 
larger “ artics” are detailed in Table 6. 

This new grouping of vehicles within the Tables also provide 
an additional advantage in that the range of average we 
mileages can be adjusted more appropriately to the parti 
size of vehicle. Previously, as in the instance just quoted 
vehicles range from 1-ton to 9-ton capacity, it proved diffig 
to determine a practical compromise as to the likely 
mileage which operators of any of those vehicles would aver@g 
With the range now reduced to 3-tonners to 7-tonners; i 
decision was simplified. :

HAT are the likely costs of operating a 30-cwt. petrol- 
engined van 200 miles a week? 

With an unladen weight of around 1 ton 15 cwt. the annual 
licence duty would be £22 10s., or the equivalent of 9s. a week. 
Assuming an adult driver were employed, wages (inclusive of 
additions for insurance contributions,and holidays with pay) 
would amount to £9 4s. 3d. for a basic week of 44 hours. 


Rent or rates are assessed at 8s. 8d. a week whilst insurance, 
based on an annual premium of £22, amounts to 8s. 10d 
With interest charged at a nominal rate of 3 per cent. on 
an initial outlay of £775, this item amounts to 9s. 3d. a week, 
giving a total standing cost per week of £11. 

Because of the low mileage, fuel consumption can be expected 
to be a little heavier than usual and will be assessed at 2.98d 
a mile. Lubricants are reckoned at 0.20d. and tyres at 0.56d. a 
mile, assuming a mileage life of 30,000 a set. Maintenance is 
assessed at 1.87d. a mile. 

After allowing for the cost of the initial set of tyres and 
ultimate residual value, a balance of £615 will remain to be 
written off. On the basis of an estimated vehicle mileage life 
of 100,000, this would give a basic depreciation cost of 1.48d. 
a mile. But, again, because of the small weekly mileage, this 
will be increased by 10 per cent. to allow for possible obsoles- 
cence, thus giving a depreciation cost of 1.63d. a mile. 

Total running costs are therefore 7.24d. a mile, giving a total 
Operating cost of 20.44d. when averaging 200 miles a week. 
Alternatively, the total operating cost a week would be £17 Is. 
At 300 miles a week the cost per mile would be reduced to 
16.04d., whilst the cost per week becomes £20 Is. S.B.

GS saul do the resolutions on the agenda for the 





annual conference of the Road Haulage Association 

tell us much about the issues that are mainly filling 
the minds of hauliers. Of the 17 items set down for 
discussion at the forthcoming conference in Blackpool, 
five are concerned with vehicles, six with roads, two with 
drivers and other employees, two with undesirable practices 
and two with terminal problems. None of the points put 
forward is negligible, but they scarcely add up to a 
complete picture of the trials and aspirations of the road 
haulage industry at the present time. 

The resolutions might almost be taken as an oblique 
commentary on the subjects that so often find themselves 
the centre of debate at conferences organized by trade 
unions, who seem more often than not on these occasions 
to be occupied with everybody's problems but their own. 
By comparison the hauliers, especially this year, may 
appear content to cultivate their garden and let the rest of 
the world go by. 

This would not be an unreasonable attitude. For 10 
years or more hauliers have felt the world was too much 
with them. They have been the chosen prey of one of the 
main political parties and their hopes and fears have 
fluctuated with each change of Government—indeed, with 
the approach of each general election. At last there seems 
a good chance of a few years of freedom from politics. 
Hauliers may prefer to relax, to keep clear of controversy, 
and, when they meet in conference, confine themselves to 
talking shop. 

Too cloistered an existence may not be good for hauliers, 
even if the direct.political threat has receded. It may be 
assumed in any case that their interests and anxieties are 
not confined within the range of the resolutions down for 
discussion at the conference. If there is one topic to 
which most hauliers have been giving thought recently, 
it is probably the determination of their rightful place in 
the transport system as a whole. There is likely to be 
little opportunity for considering this at Blackpool. 


Quick Peep into the Future 


It is true that an hour or so has been set aside for an 
inquiry into the future of road haulage, from which a 
number of interesting and even revolutionary ideas may 
emerge. The time available is scarcely enough for an 
adequate development of the subject, especially as it would 
be difficult to avoid enlarging upon it by talking about other 
forms of transport whose future is bound up with that of 
road haulage. Even a cursory survey ought to show that 
an entirely new situation lies ahead, and that in order to 
meet it hauliers may have to revise their ideas and their 
policy drastically. 

The image built up in the public mind of the haulier as 
a Sturdy individualist fighting the inhuman state machine has 
done good service and may be needed again if the danger 
of nationalization recurs. But it can surely be put away in 
the cupboard for a while. Hauliers must now pass to the 
next stage and show themselves capable of handling the new 
responsibilities and opportunities that are there for them to 
grasp. 

Although they must long ago have realized that they are 
on the way out, the railways have fought and are fighting a 
skilful rearguard action which may go on deceiving their 
opponents and the public for some time. Every means of 
propaganda has been pressed into service to sustain the 
argument that the troubles of the railways are the fault 
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either of the authorities who have come in too late a 
grudgingly with their support or of the public who, 
comes to transport, do not know what is good for themam 

On certain fronts the railways even seem to be mak 
advances. What may be their last stand is being made @ 
the question of road safety and road congestion. Recey 
legislation provides ample evidence of a drive to hampe 
and restrict road vehicles and traffic of all kinds. 

The ultimate result of the rivalry between road and taj 
is scarcely in doubt. Restrictive measures against ro 
transport can only strengthen the demand for more 
better roads. The Government must spend far more me 
to this end before the public will begin to be satisfied, 
estimate given by Dr. J. Clayton in the September issueg 
the American Economic Report shows that road inVests 
ment per head of population will be six times as much 
year in the United States as in Britain, and that the fig 
is also greater for many other countries, including Weg 
Germany and France. 


Parallel Expansion 
Whatever manceuvres the Government make, perhag 
behind a smokescreen thrown up by the railways, f 
cannot escape indefinitely the need and the compulsion§ 
accelerate the road programme. When this happens th 
will almost inevitably be an expansion of the road haul 
industry, and people in the industry should already be 
to adjust their ideas to meet the coming situation. 
sense it is already with them. The increasing dese 
the public for their services is shown by the extent to ¥ 
unlicensed operators are tempted to come into the bus j 
One of the resolutions at the Blackpool confereng 
deplores the flagrant and persistent breaches of the law 
governing licensing, drivers’ hours and maximum loads 
It is right that these offences should be punished, but the 
Government may also regard them as evidence of the need 
to slacken the licensing rein and to allow more vehicle 
into the road haulage industry. This is an event 
development about which hauliers might well begin 
think at once. For many of them it will mean a dra 
change in their approach to the problems of their indus 
There are many hauliers who regard as a personal atta¢ 
any suggestion to relax the licensing system. They wo 
appear to be afflicted with a mild form of agoraphobia) 
fear of the wide open spaces. Snugly embedded wif 
the licensing system drawn up according to the wisdd 
of the ancients in 1933, they have ceased to look for way 
and means of expansion. They are active enough withi = 
the limits prescribed by their licence. They are tg" 
dominant species in the goldfish bowl where they hav 
chosen to live. Were the bowl to be shattered, howe 
they might well find themselves out of their element. 
At all costs they should be careful to retain their pow 
of adaptation. It is inability to do this that has doe 
the railways to oblivion and it would be the height of # 
if hauliers were to follow the same course. There 
many of them who have shown great ingenuity in adapt 
themselves to the difficult situation that has faced 
for most of the time since the war. These operatorsy 
least, need have no fear that they will not grasp 
opportunities that may soon be opening before them.
